(d) Goods are required for test or for studying designs or

(e) Goods are required to be stored in the factory pre- 
mises for retail sale or for issue as complimentary

(6) The stocks and accounts shall be open to inspection 
by any Control Fxcise Officer at all reasonable times. 

(7) All copies of gate passes under which the goods are 
intended to be cleared should be suitably endorsed 
and when the goods arc cleared again a suitable entry 
should be made on these gate passes.

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(b) The room or place shall be segregated from the rest 
of the licensed premises by effectively closing all 
entrances into it except one communicating only with 
the open space outside the main factory building and 
this storage place should be capable of being securely 
locked . 

(c) No duty paid goods shall be stored for this purpose 
elsewhere in the licensed premises except in such 
approved store room/place. 

(d) All issues for the retail store must be in accordance 
with the usual procedure for clearance on payment 
Of duty. 

(e) Separate gate passes under rule 52A must be issued 
for each lot of duty paid goods at the time of delivery. 
One gate pass book should be exclusively used for this 
purpose. Such gate passes should carry on the top

2. Definitions; — In these rules, unless the context otheiwisc

(a) “Act" means the Export (Quality Control and Inspec- 

tion) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963); 

(b) “Agency" means any one of the Export Inspection 

Agencies established at Cochin, Madras, Calcutta 

Bombay or Delhi under section 7 of the Act;. 

(c) "Council” means the Export Inspection Council estab- 

lished under section 3 of the Act ; 

(d) “Bright Steel Bar" means steel bars and shaftings

3. Basis of Inspection : — Inspection of Blight Steel Bars for 
export shall be carried out when the consignment is ready 
with a view to seeing that the same conforms to the standard 
specilication recognised by the Central Government under sec- 
tion 6 of the Act. 

4. Procedure of inspection : — (1) Any exporter intending to 
export Bright Steel Bars shall give intimation in writing ot 
his intention so to do and submit along with such intimation 
a declaration of the specification siipulatcd in the export 
contract giving details of the technical characteristics to any 
of the Export Inspection Agencies to enable it to carry out 
inspection in accordance with rule 3. They shall at the time 
endorse a copy of such intimation for inspection to the office 
of the Export Inspection Council, either at “Woikl I radc 
Centie”, 7ln Hour, 14/1 -B, Ezut Street, Calculta-T oi “Amur) 
Chambei", 113, Maharshi Kane Road, Bombay-4 or at 
Manohar Building, Mahatma Gandhi Road, ErnakuJan), 
Cochin-11 or at 13 /37, Aiya Samaj Road.

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(2) Every intimation und declaration under sub-rule (I) 
shall reach the office of the Agency and the Council not less 
than ten days before the stipulated date of shipment. 

(3) The Agency shall carry out the inspection of Bright 
Steel Bars in accordance with rule 3 and the instructions, if 
any,. issued by_ the Council in this regard within 7 days of 
leceipt of the intimation and declaration under suh-rule 12), 

(4) After completion of inspection, the Agency shall imme- 
diately seal the packages in the consignment in a manner an 
to ensure that the sealed goods cannot be tampered with. In 
case of rejection of a consignment if the exporter so desires, 
the consignment may not be sealed by the Agency.

AWARD 

1 his is a reference undei Section 10(l)(d) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act 1947 (hereinafter called the Act). 

TI 10 workmen of the New Chiiimiri Pomi Hill Colliery. 
P.O Chirinmi, District Surguja (hereinafter called the Col- 
liery) have claimed wages at double the rate for working 
on Sundays. There was an agreement in Form ‘IP dated 
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2-7-1965 between the management of the Colliery and the 
workmen who were represented by the Secretary and the 
President of the New Chirimiri Ponri Ilill Colliery Branch 
of M P.C.W. Federation and by the Vice President of the 
aforesaid Federation. Clause (4) of the terms of the afore- 
said agreement was as follows 

"Barring the personnel mentioned in item (2) and (2) 
above, the rest of the Sunday workers will be given 
1-1/2 times their nonnul rare of wages and this 
enhanced Sunday rate for these personnel will 
commence with effect from 1-5-1965.” 

1 hereafter there was another agreement between the parties 
dnied 21-1-1968 which was followed by an award of this 
1 ribunul dated 7-2-1968. The said award was quashed by 
the High Court of Madhya Pradesh on a writ petition moved 
by one Sital S/o Sukhi Ram. Ihe case was remanded back 
to the Tribunal for adjudication. After the remand, the 
workmen of the Colliery including Sital were represented by 
the Federation and again the parties entered into an agreement 
dated 4-12-1968 and this Tribunal made an award in terms 
of the aforesaid scltlenien: between the parties. The question 
of payment of wages for working On Sundays was covered 
by item 3 of the aforesaid terms of settlement between the 
parties. It said : — 

"This matter is covered by the provisions of Certified 
Standing Ordeis which arc being fully implemented. 
The demand is, therefore, not pressed.” 

The dispute which has given lise to the present reference 
before me was raised by the M. P. Koyala Mazdoor Pan- 
chayat. The question referred to this fiibunal is 

“Keeping in view the provisions of the Standing Orders, 
whether the demand of the workmen of New Chiri- 
miri Ponri Hill Colliery Post Office, Chirimiri, Dis- 
trict Surguja for wages at double the rate for work- 
ing on Sundays is justified ? If so from which 
date 7” 

The management has contended that the aforesaid agree- 
ment of 4-12-1969 has not been terminated and it is still 
binding on the parties. Evidently, the question referred to 
in the schedule to the icfcrcrce does not mention the afore- 
said agreement of 4 121969 at all. It may be that since 
ilem No. 4 of the settlement of 1968 says that “matter is 
covered by the provisions of the Certified Standing Orders” 
the dispute could he said to relate to the interpretation of 
Ihe Standing Orders of Hie Colliery. I need not go further 
into the mallei and an piocceding on the assumption that 
the reference made to this Tribunal is maintainable. 

Admittedly the workmen have not based their claim for 
working foi more than six days in a week. It is not contended 
by them that they weie working on Sundays in addition to 
working on the remaining six days in the week. Sri Hordeo 
Singh who represented the workmen admitted that the work- 
men did not work for more than six days in the week. He, 
however, contended that Sunday was the weekly rest day 
and work taken on Sundays, irrespective ot the fact whether 
the workmen have only worked for 5 days in the week, would 
entitle the workmen to claim wages at double the rate. 1 he 
dispute, therefore, is confined to the question whether lnes- 
pectivc of the fact that the workmen had worked for only 
six days in a week but while doing so if they had worked 
on a Sunday then in that case they were entitled to claim 
double the wages for working on that day. It was further 
contended on behalf of the woikmen that weekly bazars 
were held in the neighbourhood of the Colliery on Sundays 
and if the workmen worked on Sundays rhey were not able 
to go to the bazar and purchase commodities at comparatively 
cheaper rates. 

Clause 6(c) of the Standing Oldens oi the Colliery runs 

“Overtime shall be worked by the workmen and wage* 
therefor shall be paid to them in accordance with 
the provisions of the Mines Act (as amended) and 
RuIlw made thereunder or as may be admissible 
undei an award, agreement, custom or usage, which- 
evci Is more favourable to the workmen”. 

Sri Haidco Singh tiicd to aigue that the expression “or as 
may be admissible under an award, agi cement, custom oi 
usage whichever i' more favom abl- 1 to *he workmen” im- 
plied that the workmen were entitled to “more favourable” 
terms irrespective of an nwuid or ag- cement between the 
parties. 
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There is no force in the contention ot the representative of 
the workmen that working on Sundays irrespective of the 
fact, whcthci the workmen had worked for only i days in 
a week in addition to working on Sundays would entitle them 
to claim wages at double the daily rale. Tie referred to the 
first paragi aph of the recital of the case in the agreement 
dated 2-7-1965. lL says 

“7 he appro\ed Standing Order at the New Chhimbi 
Ponn Hill Colliery was modified by the Union 
with then representation to the Regional Inborn* 
Commissioner (C_ canal), Jabalpur and the main 
changes effected were to give unifomi leave with 
pay foi all monthly rated workers and to give better 
monetary consideration Lot Sunday works, which 
was the general rest day of the Colliery. Over this 
amended Standing Orders the employer felt aggrieved 
and they have gone in appeal, the result of which 
is still awaited. 

With the cooperation and goodwil pi evading it is mutu- 
ally agreed that both the parties to this agreement 
should" approach the Regional Labour Commissioner 
(Central), Jabalpur to gel the Standing Orders amend- 
ed as per the terms of this Agreement and approach 
the concerned authority jointly with a request that 
the appeal pending on this issue should be with- 
drawn. This agreement will be hinditig on both 
the paities with the Standing Order also accordingly 
amended and will continue in force till such time 
that any fresh statutory provisions or Wage Board 
findings require a modification thereon.” 

lie laid stress on the words ‘‘for Sunday works which was 
the general rest day oi the Colliery”. It may be that Sunday 
was “the general rest day" in the colliery, but it does not 
mean that Sunday had been deekued a holiday in the sense 
of a Gazetted holiday which the workmen get. The provi- 
sions of the Mines Act make it clear that one day in a 
week is a weekly day of rest u respective of the fact whether 
it is a Sunday or any other day. Section 28 of the Act 
lays down that a woikmati has to work for six days in a 
week and he is entitled to extra wages if he is made to 
work on a seventh day Further-more, the total working 
hours of a workman during a week are not to exceed the 
limit of 48 hour* 'Iheiefoic even if a workman works on 
a. Sunday and gcN a day of rest on any other day in the 
week he would not be entitled to any extra wages merely 
because he had worked on a Sunday. There is nothing 
to prevent the management fiom making any day in a 
week as a weekly day of rest. In this connection reference 
may be made to a leber issued by the Ministry of Mines and 
Fuel, Government of India dated 11-7-1972 (Ex. E/7) 
to "all the Collieries in the outlying coalfields”. It said :■ — 

"With the sharp ihc in the demand of rail transport 
for movement of coni under the third five Year 
Plan the necessity for utilisation oi the available 
rail transpoit capacity has assumed great importance. 
Tile railways arc opeiating on all days of the week 
and they have finally intimated that if the tiansport 
capacity for one clay is lost it will be impossible for 
them to meet the entire demand of coal transport. 
Under the circumstances the Government of India 
would like to make it obligatoiy lor the Collieries 
to load uniformly on all days of the week. 

In oidei to achieve th: above objective it may be neces- 
sary to stagger the rest days for the labour over 
the week”. 

It was stated on behalf of the Colliery: — 

“Rest day or bun day works are vital in a Colliery. Even 
when coal production is kept stopped for a day 
in the week, machines have to be repaired, water 
and electricity have to be supplied, hospital has 
to run and Mine has to be inspected for gases, fire, 
safety, etc and above all Ministry of Mines has 
com roll <.2 .vi ton loading to he essentially done on 
Sundays and Rest days on an equal par 'I he emp- 
loyee are hardly engaging 375 workmen for works 
on Sundays giving them alternate Rest day and ihis 
is in the total labour force of over 2000.” 

luking LJi: aloicsaid circumstances into consideration it can- 
not be siid that the management of the Colliery was not 
justified in changing the icst day of some of then woikmen 
fi O jti Sunday to some olhti dav in a week. The workmen 
were amply compensated by my ’ns them M /2 days wages 
for doing woi h on Sundays which by itself could not be said 
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to be payment for taking work for more than 48 hours in 
a week or for moie than six days in a week, 

1 lie lepieseiitutive of the workmen while trying to place 
reliance on the woids in the aforesaid recital or the case 
that Sunday was “the gcncial rest day of the Colliery” over- 
looked the terms of the agreement which followed the recital 
of the case in the settlement dated 2-7-1965. It was speci- 
fically mentioned in clause (4) that the workers will be given 
1-1/2 times of their normal rate of wages. The payment of 
1-1 /2 lime ol wages foi working on a Sunday and not work- 
ing foi more than six days or 48 hours In a week was mutu- 
ally agieed upon between the parties and theie is no reason 
why the workmen should resile from the aforesaid teims of the 
settlement, Shri G Sriniwasan, E.W. 1, the former Chief 
Mining Engineer of the Colliery, stated that working on Sun- 
days for which the claim of extra wages has been made by 
the workmen was for working for six days and not tor 7 
days in a week. He proved the- agreements and the awards 
of this Tribunal which according to him were still in opera- 
tion. Ram Nath (W.W. 1) and Din Dayal (W.W. 2) gave 
evidence on behalf of the workmen. Ram Nath in his 
cioss-examination has admitted that he had no evidence with 
him in support of his case that double payments were made 
for working on Sundays. His evidence is not convincing 
and does not support the workmen’s case. Din Dayal stated 
in his cross-examination : — 

“If the rest day Is any other day besides Sunday then 
we weie paid 1-1/2 wage and if Sunday was a rest 
day and woik was done on that day double payment 
was made.” 

From the aforesaid statement it would appear that Sunday 
w r as not a rest day for all the workmen and only when 
Sunday was a rest day and a workman had worked on Sunday 
also after working for the remaining six days in the week 
then in that case only he was given double wage. That will 
be fully in nccoi dance with the provisions of the Mines Act. 

Theic is no forte in the contention that when a workman 
worked on a Sunday then in that case he was denied the 
opportunity to go to the weekly bazars to purchase goods at 
compnrtively low prices. In any case that could not be a 
{pound for claiming double wages for working on a Sunday 
if it was not the seventh day of work in a week. Mr. Svi- 
niwasan (E W. 1) has stated that bazars were held in the 
vicinity of the Colliery on Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
The Saturday’s bazar was held at a distance of 2 Kms, from 
the colliery area while the Sunday bazar was held at a dis- 
tance of 3 Kms away from the colliery. He further stated 
that there was a Consumer Cooperative Stores in the colliery 
fuea where consumer’s goods were available. He also stated 
that if any workman wanted leave on Sunday he could get 
it. Mr. Siiniwnsan further stated that in the neighbouring 
collieries (he woikmen w'cie getting only a day’s wages when 
they worked on a Sunday which was not the seventh day of 
work in a week. 

Considering the circumstances of the case I am satisfied that 
the demand of the workmen of the Colliery for wages at 
double the rate for working on Sundays is not justified. 1 
make my award accordingly. 1 make no order for costs.

of Employment) Scheme, 1970. I need not go into the 
details of the Scheme which is a statutory scheme. Clause 62 
of the Scheme has repealed the Calcutta Dotjk Workers 
(Regulation of Employment) Scheme, 1956 and the CalcuttaT 
Unregistered Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) 
Scheme, 1957 and has brought into force since 1st June, 
1970 the Calcutta Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) 
Scheme, 1970 which is in force at present. There is the clause 
42 of the Scheme of 1970 whrch is quoted below :

2. Mr. Sarkar, appearing for the management raised a 
preliminary objection as to the legality of the reference, the 
jurisdiction of this tribunal to entertain the reference and to 
adjudicate upon it the refeierive as constituted is patently 
illegal for the reasons I am detailing below. The employer 
admittedly is an unregistered dock employer and the employee 
workmen numbering 12 are admittedly unregistered dock 
workers. 

3. The Dock Woikeis (Regulation of Employment) Act, 
1948 applies to Calcutta Dock area within the Port of 
Calcutta. Section 3 of the Act speaks of a Scheme which 
is, according to the Supreme Cmwt Pc'* Lien in Visakhapat- 
nam Dock Labour Board and Stevedores’ Association, 
Visakhapatnam and Ors , reported in 1970 I LLJ p. 46, a 
statutory Scheme. Clause (d) ot Sub-section (2) of Section 
3 of the Act Sc ys. “For regulating the employment of the 
dock workers whether registered or not and the terms and 
condtions of emp oyinent including rates of remuneration, hours 
of work condition as to holidays and pay in respect therefor” a 
Scheme may be provided. The Central Government in exer- 
cise of its powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Sec. 4 of 
the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948

provided th'-n unregistered workers have to 

be employed, the Administrative Body shall obtain, 
if possible, the piior approval of the Chairman to 
the employment of such workers and where this is 
not possible, shall report to the Chan man within 
24 hours the full circumstances under which such 
workers werr* employed ?ud the r 'h'rirrmn shall duly 
inform the Board of such employment at its next 
meeting; 

(b) in the case referred to in item (a), the person so 
employed as aforesaid by a registered employer 
shall, for the purposes of sub-clauses (4), (5) and 
(6) of Clause 41 and Clauses 44 and 45 be treated 
In respect of that dock worker as if he were a 
daily worker. 

(3) A registered woiker in the reserve pool may, provided 
he fulfils fully his obligations under Clause 40, take up 
occasional employment under employers other -than those 
registered under the Scheme on those days on which he is 
not allocated for work by the Administraitve Body.” 

No person other than a registered employer shall employ 
any worker on dock work nor shall a registered employer 
engage subject to the relaxation given in sub-clause (5) of 
Clause 20 or employ a worker on dock work unless the 
dock worker is a registered dock worker. This is the sub- 
clause (1) of clause 42. Then there is the non-obstante 
clause in sub-clause (2). The Administrative authority if 
satisfied that the dock work is emergently required to be 
done and it is not reasonably practicable to obtain registered 
douk worker for that wots, the administrative body may, 
subject to limitations imposed by the Board, allocate to a 
legists ed employer a person who is not a registeied dock 
worker. The rest of the clause 42 need not now be dis- 
cussed. So, a registered dock worker is the only person 
that can be employed in any dock work only by registered 
dock employers but none else. There is a system of alloca- 
tion by the administrative body as laid down in the scheme 
of 1970 of allocating registered dock workers for any dock 
woik only to registered dock employer. So, the adminis- 
trative body under the scheme is the only authority on 
whose allotment and allocation of a registered dock worker, 
be it in the reserve pool or not can only be employed by 
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the allottee registered dock employer. So, in between regis- 
tered dock employer and registered dock employee there is no 
freedom of contract of employment. The freedom of con- 
tract of employment in a dock work has been taken away 
by the Scheme and the employment in any dock work of 
any registered or a non registered dock worker only by 
registered dock employer is controlled, conditioned and 
administered by the administrative body set up under the 
Scheme of 1970. An unregistered dock worker, however, 
can be employed only by the registered dock employer and 
that only under special circumstances. An unregistered 
dock worker may be allotted and allocated to perform any 
specified dock work by the administrative body under the 
provisions laid down in clause 42 sub-clause (2) of the 
Scheme, 1970 and that on being employed only by regis- 
teied dock employer. The employees now before me are un- 
registered dock workers as they admitted before me. It 
appears that a business is being carried on by the unregis- 
tered dock employer in this case by gathering unregistered 
dock workers styled as watchmen. The registered shipping 
Companies or Stevedores send requisitions to unregistered 
dock employer i.e. the present management for supplying 
watchmen. This unregisteied dock-employer i.e. the manage- 
ment collects unregistered dock workers and refer their 
names to registered employers i.e. Stevedores or Shipping 
Companies or Agents and they employ the unregistered dock 
workers as in this case for dock work. I have never found 
such a blattant violation of law in carrying on such an un- 
authorised, unwarranted and illegal business. If any unregis- 
tered dock worker is to be employed for any dock work, 
he is to be allotted for such work for employment only by 
a registered dock employer and by none else and that only 
when the administrative body, under certain terms and con- 
ditions, specifically laid down in mandatory languages as 
appearing in clause 42 of the Scheme of 1970, allocates such 
unregistered dock worker for a dock work for employment 
by a particular registered dock employer. The unregistered 
dock employer has no right to comply with the requisition 
of any registered dock employer for supplying any unregis- 
tered dock v^orkeis for being employed by such registered 
dock employer for any dock work. The administrative body 
by such illegal arrangement goes away from the field in 
clear and unmistakable violation of the restrictions of em- 
ployment in any dock work as laid down in clause 42 sub- 
clause (1) and (2) of the Scheme of 1970. I wonder how 
dock permit' could be given to the unregistered dock workers 
who claim to have been working as watchmen in many ships 
berthed at the dock during the years 1969, 1970, 1971 and 
even up to the time when the alleged dispute was raised 
when they were not referred to by the unregistered dock 
employer i.e. the present management to the registered 
dock employer for engagement as watchman on their requisi- 
tion. It is an indisputable fact that the administrative body 
never allocated any of these unregistered dock worker who 
are involved in this reference for employment at any time 
by any registered dock employer. I have already observed 
that it is only the administrative body as clause 42 sub- 
clause (2) of 1970 Scheme lays down that can only, under 
special circumstances as laid down in the scheme, refer to 
a registered employer for employment in any dock work 
any unregistered dock worker, and that none else can refer 
any unregistered dock worker for any dock work to be 
employed by anyone other than a registered dock employer. 


Registered dock employers requisitions through unregistered 
dock employer i.e. the present management of the Company, 

of unregistered dock workers for being employed as 
watchmen of ships are thoroughly illegal. The unregistered 
dock employer i.e. the present company selects a batch of 
unregistered dock workers in compliance with the requisition 
of the registered dock employers, refer them to such requisi- 
tioning registered dock employer. The registered dock emp- 
loyer then engages these selected and referred to unregistered 
dock workers in a dock work. Can they do it ? There is the 
clause 42 prohibiting such employment. If the administrative 
body is satisfied that a particular dock work is urgently required 
to be performed and there is no registered dock workers avail- 
able at the time, it is only the administrative body that can 
refer to only a registered dock employer such number of 
unregistered dock workers for employment in the particular 
dock work by the registered dock employer and such dock 
workers if so employed by registered dock employer, would 
be considered in view of the provisions in sub-clause 2(b) of clause 
42 of the Scheme of 1970, as if they were a daily workers. 
Industrial Tribunal cannot, by any award, legislate contrary 
to the provisions of clause 42 cf the Scheme of 1970. If 
the tribunal directs that the so called employer in the present 
case, i.e. the company, which is an unregistered dock emp- 
loyer, should refer the name of the 12 unregistered dock 
workers involved in this case to any registered dock emp- 
loyer on its requisition for performance of any dock work, 
it would be in direct violation of sub-clause (2) of clause 
42 of 1970 Scheme. I have already quoted the specific pro- 
visions of the scheme and I need only point out that it is 
only the administrative body, but none else, that shall have 
the absolute authority to refer for doing any particular dock 
work, any unregistered woike^ for employment to such work 
only by a registered dock employer under specific circums- 
tances as enumerated in the sub-clause (2) of clause 42 of 
1970 Scheme. The Industrial Tribunal cannot direct the 
unregistered dock employer the company to select these 12 
workmen who are unregistered dock worker and to refer their 
names on the requisition of any registered dock employer for 
employment in any dock work because it is administrative 
body that alone has the power under the statutory scheme 
to allot and allocate any unregistered dock worker 
for employment in any dock work and that 

only by a registered dock employer. In the case of General 
Secretary, Madras Harbour Workers Union vs. Industrial 
Tribunal, Madras and others, reported in 1973 LIC, p. 186, 
two issues were referred to for adjudication, viz., whether 
the regular promotion to the category of Tindals should be 
limited to Winchmen as at present or thrown open also to 
Mazdoors who have been acting in casual vacancies over 
long periods as per Clause 30 of the Madras Dock Workers 
(Regulation of Employment) Scheme, 1956, if the Mazdoors 
are to be so promoted, on what qualifying terms and (b) 
Whether the Madras Dock Workers (Regulation of Employ- 
ment) Scheme, 1956, should be amended to remove the existing 
anomalies in regard to promotion to the category of Tindals 
in casual vacancies and on a regular basis and if so, whe- 
ther the same conditions must be prescribed for both types 
of promotions or any distinction should be drawn between 
the two”. In rejecting the reference his Lordships Mr. Justice 
Palaniswami at page 190 of the report observes; “The juris- 
diction of the Industrial Tribunal is no doubt wide in dealing 
with terms of contract between the employer and the work- 
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men ns pointed out by the Supreme Court in the case cited 
above. It can even substitute a new contract if it is indeed 
essential for industrial peace. But it would be arrogating 
too much power if the Tribunal were to make an award 
sip Aq paiuujj ouwqos aijx uoisTAOJd AJOpnnjs v SuiJajpJ 
Central Government under Sec. 4(1) of the Act is by virtue 
of the power of delegation confcred on them by the said 
Act. The scheme has all the characteristics of a subordinate 
legislation. Instead of the legislature itself making the scheme, 
it 1 aid down the principles and confcred upon the Central 
Government the power to embody those principles and make 
ft scheme in conformity with the conditions of labour obtain- 
ing in the icspective Port” His Lordships however had not 
referred to the Vishukapatnam Port case quoted above where 
the Supreme Court at page 48 of the report observed, “The 
Port is a autonomous body competent to determine and pres- 
cribe wages, allowances and other conditions of service of the 
dock workers. The purport of I he scheme is hold to be 
that the entire body of workers by the administrative body 
and the administrative body supplies wherever necessary the 
labour force to Stevedores, registered employers from the 
reserve pool. The workmen who are allotted to the regis- 
tered employer are to do the work under the control and 
supervision ot the registered employer and to act under 
their directions. The registered employed pay the wages 
due to the workers to the administrative body of the Dock 
Labour Board and the latter in turn an agent of the registered 

employers pay them over to the concerned workmen.” Their 
Lordships observed that a scheme framed under the Act such 
as the present Scheme of 1970 Is a staulory scheme and has 
the force of law. Therefore, this tribunal has no jurisdic- 
tion by making an award to direct an unregistered dock emp- 
loyer to supply directly on the requisition of a registered dock 
employer unregistered dock workers for employment by regis- 
tered dock employer In any dock work in violation of clause 
42 sub-clause (2) of 1970 Scheme, Such an award would be 
one legislating against the law of the land. Tn Saint Chandra 
Ac Co., Private I imited and Ors. vs Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal and Ors., reported In 1963 I LL,J p. 76, 
at page 81 their Lordiihips of the Patna High Court observed, 
“U is thus clear that the Board is an autonomous body com- 
petent to determine and prescribe wages and allowances and 
other conditions of service of dock workers. Dock Labom 
Board deal with almost all matters of importance connected 
with the employment and services of dock workers. The 
Scheme is self-contained one. The whole purport of the 
scheme sectns to be that the entire body of dock workers 
should be under the control and supervision of the Board”, 
Their Lordships heid that the scheme that means the Dock 
Workers (Regulation of Employment) Scheme, 1956 made and 
published under the Dock Workers Regulation of Employment 
Act, 1948 relating to Calcutta Dock is a statutory scheme. 
At page 83 of the report their Lordships observed, “As I have 
said above the matter concerning the conditions of service, 
wages and remunerations can be raised on behalf of the 
dock workers before the Board and it is competent to decide 
it. If that be so, the Industrial Tribunal will not be competent 
to forccon the employer or the workmen its decision against 
that body or in modification of it”. If this tribunal directs 
the unregistered dock employer, like the present company, 
that you the company must enlist these 12 un- 
registered dock workers, must refer to the regis- 
tered dock employers for employment in any dock 

work on their requisition, the tribunal will, by such am hward 
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(2) of the 1970 Scheme for the reasons I have already stated. 

4. Even in case of registered dock workers, as the learned 
fudges of the Patna High Court had been pleased to observe, 
matters relating to employment i.e. condition of service, wages 
allowance, etc., governed by statuloiy scheme cannot form 
the Subject matter of an industrial dispute. Clause 42(2) of 
1970 scheme governs unregistered dock workers to be emp- 
loyed in any dock work. If the registered dock workers arc 
dissatisfied with the terms and conditions of employment under 
registered dock employers, they can rcfcit as observed by their 
Lorships of Patna High Court in Surat ChatterjceS case, 
their grievances not before any industrial tribunal but before 
the Board, that means the Dock Labour Boartl. Here the 
position is otherwise, Umegintercd dock workers demand 
that unregistered dock employer i.e. the Company shall refer 
their names on the requisition of icgistercd employers made 
to such unregistered dock employer, for employment in dock 
work by such registered employers, of such unregistered dock 
workeis. This demand resulting in tho alleged dispute is 
contrary to clause 42 of the 1970 Scheme. A registered 
employer has no right to employ any registered dock worker 
or an unregistered dock worker, without allotment and allo- 
cation of such worker to such a registered dock employer, 
who must then employ, on being so allotted and allocated 
by the administrative body to any dock work. There cannot 
be any direct relation regarding employment of any dock 
worker in any manner whatsoever between an unregistered 
dock employer and registered dock employer vis-a-vis an un- 
registered dock employer and an unregistered dock worker 
in view of clause 42 of the 1970 Scheme, which forbids 
employment by any person, other than by registered dock 
employer of any dock worker not to speak of registered or 
unregistered dock worker. )n sub-clause (2) of Clause 42 
begining with the wouls "notwithstanding” the Scheme of 
1970 has provided for employment only by registered emp- 
loyer of unregistered dock worker and that only when the 
administrative body under circumstances specified in sub-clause 
(2) of the clause 42 of tho Scheme of 1970 allots and allocate 
any unregistered dock worker to a registered dock employer 
for employment to a specific dock work when on such employ- 
ment by registered dock employer of any unregistered dock 
worker, such dock worker would be only a dally worker, 

5. Having regard to this factual and legal position, J hold 
that the dispute refered to for adjudication cannot be consi- 
dered to be an industrial dispute within Sec. 2(k) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act and cannot, therefore, be entertained 
and adjudicated upon by this tribunal. There is a reference 
to an agreement dated 20-2-1970 in the Schedule to the refer- 
ence and it says inter alia that taking into account the terms 

of settlement dated 20th February 1970 This agreement 

is only a bog of wind, It is against the provisions of clause 
42 of L970 scheme. The employer company in (he present 
case, in spite of the agreement, dated 20th February, 1970, 
is not entitled in law to supply unregistered dock workers like 
the piesent 12 workmen to any registered dock employer 
as it had been doing all these years on the alleged i equation 
made by the alleged registered dock employers, because ot 
the positive bar created by clause 42 of the 1970 Scheme 
Who can allot and allocate an unregistered dock worker like 
the present 12 workers for employment In any dock work 
by a registered dock employer 7 It is only the administrative 
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body. There E no case that the administrative body under 
|he 1970 Scheme ever allotted any of the 12 workers to any 
rcgKtci cd dock employer for employment in any dock work 
at any time. So, the alleged agreement dated 20th February, 
1970 being contrary to clasc 42 of 1970 scheme is void ah 
initio and has no legal effect. 

6. Accordingly 1 hold that the dispute referred to l’ot- 
ad judication being basically violative of the law in Cluuse 42 
ol 1970 Scheme is not an industrial dispute and this tribunal 
has no jurisdiction to entertain the dispute under reference 
and adjudicate upon. In the result, the reference is rejected. 

J his is my award.
